Despite Big Loss in September 
Yield Will Surpass Previous

estimated loss of 37,000,000 bushels 
during September, the country’s corr 
crop stil will be the greatest in its 
history. Latest figures issued by the 
department of agriculture yesterday 
show the crop will be 38,210,795,000 
bushels and also that, despite an esti- 
mated loss of 9,000,000 bushels during 
the month. the spring Wheat crop will 
exceed t year's, Other crops ap- 
proach bumper records. Forecasts of

‘arm crops are: 

Winter wheat 417,300,000 bushels,

Less Competition, Higher Prices 

The Provincial Superintendent 
of Fairs notes an increase in the 
number of fairs held, but a weak- 
ening of competition among ‘the 
farmers for prizes. This, no doubt, 
is another effect of the large prices 
prevailing for farm produce of all 
kinds. When the prices were low, 
tlie prize winner at a local fair not 
only won the prize, but frequently 
by so doing won a little higher 
price for his produce, and when 
prices were low this inducement 
was a real one.. Prices are now so 
high that securing a preferential 
price for his produce does not 
make so great a difference to the 
farmer, and the motive for com- 
peting is thereby weakened. 


As to Pension Increase 

The report has been going the 
rounds of the newspapers that the 
Government proposes to increase 
the pensions payable to members 
of the Expeditionary Forces of 60 
per cent. On September 6th Sir 
Thomas White in Parliament de- 


nied that there was any founda- | 


tion for the report of such an in- 
crease, and said that the amount 
of the increase on pensions has not 
been determined, nor has any inti- 
mation been given out by Govern- 
ment respecting such an increase.

On October 10, 1759, Bill Stevens defeated Jake Taplin in Eng- 
land in a bout to decide which was to meet Jack Slack, the champion. 
Stevens, called “The Nailer,” fought Slack the following June, and 
won the title. “The Nailer” has the uhenviable distinction of hav- 
ing been the first faker in ring history, and considering the date 
when he fought, one is convinced that faking made {ts appearance 
very early in the game. Soon after winning the title Stevens was 
paid a large sum by several gamblers to quit in a fight with George 
Meges, The fraud was discovered and neither man could get any 
more fights. Bill Darts, the next champion, followed the Nailers 
example, and faked a bout with Peter Corcoran, the Irish champion, 
who then claimed the Utle, but was whipped by Harry Sellers.
